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BISHOP’S LETTER 


It has been a long time since the 
last issue of Friendship came out, 
and the world has changed a great 
deal in this period. There is still 
a great amount of political tension 
between the two entities that lie 
across the Taiwan Straits, even 
while there has been more mutual 
visitation between the people of 
China and Taiwan than ever before. 
Within the island, the competition 
between the ruling party and 
opposition parties is becoming more 
heated. Inde pendence versus 
reunification remains the central 
issue for the identity of this 
country. The process at 
democratization, while sometimes a 
little chaotic, is still pushing 
ahead. 


This prosperity has not hindered 
the promotion of religion in 
Taiwan. In fact, one may say that 
we have too many religions on this 
small island, not to even mention 
that Christianity itself is divided 
into more than one hundred 
denominations. Someone once 
described Taiwan as a supermarket

population, and it took over one 


hundred years to reach that point. 
Of course, every Chinese person is 
a potential Buddhist because 
Buddhism has been an integral part 
of Chinese culture for almost two 


thousand years. In addition, the 
Buddhism of Taiwan has recently 
adopted Christian’ approaches’ to

The current deadlock in Christian 
evangelism is not just a 
strategy, however. It is 
cultural issue.

CONSULTATION ON THE TAIWAN EPISCOPAL CHURCH’S DEVELOPMENT FOR THE NEXT |. § 
TEN YEARS, AND EPISCOPAL VISITATION FROM ECUSA. '# 


One of the most exiting events of 
tI9S was the arrival of a team of 
delegates from ECUSA to hold 
consultations with the Bishop and 
we. Gh Tay and Clerieal 
representatives on the topic of the 
direction the Diocese should take 
in the next ten years. The visiting 
team consisted of the Right Rev. 


Don Ay Wimberly, Bishop of 
Lexington and a member of the ECUSA 
Executive Council, and the Rev. 
Mark Harris, an ECUSA staff member 
and Linkage Officer with the 
Diocese of Taiwan. The 


consultation took place July 30-31 
at the Holiday Hotel in Taoyuan 
with Bishop Chien presiding and 33 
delegates from across the diocese 
in attendance. 


In preparing for the consultation, 
the diocese conducted a 
questionnaire survey Ot its 


members, eliciting responses from 
218 people, or 21% “of ) total 
membership. The questions dealt 


with several aspects of faith, both 
corporate and private, and served 
to set the agenda for the 
conference’s deliberations. 


The results of the survey indicated 
that there are areas of both 
excitement and frustration with the 
diocese. Among the areas of 
excitement were the fact that 97% 
of respondents reported that their 
faith had benefitted them; that 
four-fifths of respondents were

sense of linkage with the American 
church. The U.S. consultation team 
was able at times to alert 
representatives to resources and| 
solutions available to them through 
ECUSA, such as by utilizing the 
provisions of canon 9 to raise up! & 
clergy for local parishes. 


For the most part, however, the 
solutions came from within. In| 
preparing the results of the survey 
for presentation at the conference, 
many ways of dealing with our 
current, problems came forth. For 
example, it was noted that the

Bishop Wimberly articulated the 


consensus of the participants when 
he stated that the greatest need 
for the Diocese of Taiwan was for 
spiritual renewal.

The estrone 
and vital faith off the individual 
is the key to diocesan-wide 
renewal.

At the 
moment there are about 50 prisoners 
in the Alien Detention Center.

The estimated cost of these two 
projects stands at NT$453,120,000 
(US$16,782,222). Funding “fom egere 
construction will come from Ytihe 
school’s own . budget, bank loans 
(with government subsidies to help 
defray interest), and the 
Centennial Hall Fund, which has 


been soliciting contributions for 
the past several years. 


Of course, with large projects such 
as these, there is always a 
shortage of funds. Therefore, the 
college is vigorously pursuing a 
fund-raising campaign for the new 


buildings. Le is hoped that 
Centennial Hall will be completed 
by January, 1995, and the 


Electrical Engineering Building by 
January, 1996. 


IN MEMORIAM: DOROTHY JENKS GILSON 


This year, the Diocese of Taiwan 
received the sad news of the death 


of Mrs. Dorothy Jenks Gilson, who 
passed away on April 12, 1993, at 
the age of 94. Mrs. Gilson was the 
wife of the Right Rev. Charles P. 
Gilson, the second bishop of the 
DLeceseuw of .Taiwan. The Gilsons

1964. 


The funeral service was held at St. 
Andrew’s Episcopal Church in New 
London, New Hampshire, and her 
ashes were buried next to those of 
her husband in New London’s West 
Park Cemetery.
